Jury Mulls Muhammad’s Fate 


VIRGINIA BEACH, VA. I Prosecutors urged jurors 
on Thursday to recommend a death sentence 
for sniper John Allen Muhammad, saying 
evidence that Muhammad was once a good 
family man is irrelevant stacked against the 
terror of last year’s killing spree. 

Prosecutor James Willett did not dispute 
that, at one point, Muhammad may have 
been a good father to his children. 

But “that person no longer exists. ... That 
person was murdered by this embodiment 
of malice ...just as viciously and just as com- 
pletely as everybody else,” Willett said, point- 


ing to Muhammad. “This is not a question of 
whether there once was a good father, wheth- 
er there once was a good husband.” 

Thejury will begin deliberations Friday 
on whether Muhammad should receive death 
or life in prison without parole for his role 
in last year’s three -week sniper spree that 
left 10 people dead and three wounded in 
the D.C. area. 

The defense argued that a death penalty 
against Muhammad would actually be more 
difficult for Muhammad’s children than for 
Muhammad himself, matthew barakat (ap) 


At least 27 dead as eountry 
suffers worst terrorist attaek 

ISTANBUL, TURKEY I Suicide bombers tar- 
geted Turkey for the second time in a week 
on Thursday, detonating trucks laden with 
explosives in front of the British consulate and 
a London-based bank, killing at least 27 people 
— including the British consul general. 

The explosions, the worst terror attacks in 
the Muslim nation’s history, came just days 
after suicide bombers struck two Istanbul 
synagogues, killing 23. Officials have blamed 
al Qaeda for the series of attacks. 

At least 450 people were injured in 
Thursday’s attacks, Turkish officials said. 
British Consul-General Roger Short and 
his personal assistant Lisa Hallworth were 
among the dead. 

Turkish Premier Recep Tayyip Erdogan 
vowed to defeat the attackers, who struck 
during the Islamic month of Ramadan. 

“Those who bloodied this holy day and 
massacred innocent people will account for 
it in both worlds,” he said, louis meixler (ap)

Pop star led into Calif, 
jail in handcuffs, freed 
on $3 million bail 

SANTA BARBARA, CALIF. | A hand- 
cuffed Michael Jackson walked into 
the Santa Barbara jail on Thursday 
to face child molestation charges 
that could send the pop superstar to 
prison for years if he is convicted. 

Jermaine Jackson angrily 
defended his brother in an inter- 
view with CNN. 

“The whole family supports 
Michael 100 percent, 1,000 per- 
cent. Michael is innocent,” he said 
Thursday. 

Earlier in the day, Jackson’s 
attorney, Mark Geragos, con- 
firmed that the surrender was being 
arranged in Santa Barbara, where 
throngs of camera crews and news 
reporters awaited his arrival.

City’s memory remains 
crisp 40 years after 
John F. Kennedy’s death 

DALLAS I Moments before President 
John F. Kennedy’s limousine reached 
the Texas School Book Depository 
on that November afternoon four 
decades ago, Nellie Connally, wife 
of Texas governor John Connally, 
turned to Kennedy and remarked, 
“No one can say Dallas doesn’t love 
and respect you, Mr. President.” 

“You sure can’t,” he said. 

The first shot sounded like a fire- 
cracker. The next two were unmis- 
takably gunfire. 

At the 40th anniversary of 
Kennedy’s death, the assassination 
is still a source of fascination for the 
estimated 2.2 million people who 
visit Dealey Plaza each year. In Dallas 
itself, the anguish for some still seems 
as fresh as it was 40 years ago. 

“There are people who lived in 
Dallas in ’63 who will never come to 
this site. It is too painful,” said Jeff 
West of The Sixth Floor Museum, 
which chronicles Kennedy’s life, 
death and the era in which he lived. 

But for others, acknowledging 
Dallas’s place in history helped the 
healing. “There are people who 
were here in ’63 who are very proud 
and pleased that we did something 
to ... mark the spot,” West said.

Music Producer Charged With Murder 


Phil Spector has 
denied killing actress 
found dead in his home 

ALHAMBRA, CALIFORNIA | Record 
producer Phil Spector, the 1960s 
recording- studio wizard who cre- 
ated pop music’s Wall of Sound, was 
charged Thursday with murder in 
the shooting death of a woman at 
his home last February. 

Spector, 63, was expected to be 
arraigned later Thursday in the slay- 
ing of 40 -year-old Lana Clarkson, 


a B -movie actress and model found 
dead in the foyer of his Alhambra 
mansion. 

He has been 
free on $1 million 
bail since his arrest 
for investigation 
of murder shortly 
after the shooting 
Feb. 3. 

The felony complaint did not 
specify whether prosecutors will seek 
a first-degree or second-degree mur- 
der conviction. District Attorney’s 
spokeswoman Sandi Gibbons said 


the charge carries a maximum pen- 
alty of life in prison with a possibil- 
ity of parole. 

Specter’s lawyer, Robert Shapiro, 
did not immediately return a phone 
call from The Associated Press. 
But Specter’s close friend, attor- 
ney Marvin Mitchelson, said, “I 
am shocked, saddened. But I fully 
believe that time will prove Phil’s 
complete innocence.” 

Spector has denied he killed 
Clarkson, suggesting in an Esquire 
magazine interview that she may 
have shot herself, linda deutsch (ap)

VIENNA, AUSTRIA I The U.N. atomic 
agency has identified Russia, China 
and Pakistan as probable sources 
for equipment used by Iran for pos- 
sible nuclear weapons development, 
diplomats said Thursday. 

The diplomats spoke on con- 
dition of anonymity as the board 
of governors of the International 
Atomic Energy Agency convened on 
Thursday to deliberate how to cen- 
sure Tehran for its past cover-ups. 

Identification of some of Iran’s 
nuclear supplier nations brings the 


agency closer to solving the puzzle 
over Tehran’s past nuclear activities, 
which the Americans and others say 
point to a weapons agenda. 

While acknowledging that some 
of its enrichment centrifuges had 
traces of weapons-grade highly 
enriched uranium, Iran insists its 
enrichment program was only for 
power generation. It asserts the 
high-level traces were inadvertently 
imported on material it purchased 
abroad from third parties. 

Russia’s nuclear ministry on 
Thursday angrily rejected allega- 
tions that it had provided any tech- 
nology that could assist Iran’s sus- 
pected nuclear weapons program.

VIRGINIA BEACH, VA. | Jurors who will 
decide whether sniper John Allen 
Muhammad deserves the death 
penalty saw a different side of the 
convicted killer Thursday, watch- 
ing a video in which he plays with 
his young children 
and encourages 
them to take their 
first steps. 

“You can walk. 

Now go ahead and 
walk to daddy,” he 
says as one of his 
daughters takes her first steps. 

Defense lawyers focused on 
Muhammad’s strong relationship 
with his children before resting their 
case during the penalty phase of the 
first sniper trial. Earlier this week, 
the same jury convicted him of capi- 
tal murder for his role in last year’s 
three-week sniper spree that left 10 


people dead and three wounded in 
the Washington, D.C., area. 

Muhammad appeared glum 
as he watched the tape — which 
was cut from 15 minutes to about 
five because of technical difficul- 
ties — alternately wearing a frown 
and hanging his head. 

The tape was played immedi- 
ately after Muhammad’s sister, 
Aurolyn Williams, described the 
difficult circumstances of their 
early childhood. 

Their mother died of breast 
cancer when Muhammad was 
3 years old and she was in con- 
stant pain because they could not 
afford pain medication for her.

125 Arrested in Cybercrime Crackdown 


WASHINGTON | Federal prosecutors 
have charged more than 125 sus- 
pected computer hackers, identity 
thieves and other cyberspace scam- 
mers in a nationwide crackdown 
on Internet crime, law enforcement 
officials said Thursday. 

The investigation has uncovered 
about 125,000 victims with losses 
topping $100 million over the past 
several months. Seventy indictments 


to date have led to arrests or con- 
victions of 125 people, with more 
expected as the probe continues. 

The crackdown stemmed from 
indications that Internet fraud con- 
tinues to rise. The Internet Fraud 
Complaint Center, run in part by 
the FBI, referred some 58,000 com- 
plaints to law enforcement in the 
first nine months of 2003, up 10,000

A mole uncovers Buckingham’s ugly secrets 


ROYALTY I A tabloid reporter’s 
tale of working undercover as a 
Buckingham Palace footman has 
shocked British commentators. 

That wallpaper! 

That Tupperware and plas- 
tic yogurt pot on Her Majesty’s 
breakfast table! 

That “eat, drink and remarry” 
pillow in Prince Andrew’s sitting 
room! 

Thursday’s newspapers had plen- 
ty of comment on the style — or lack 
of it — inside the palace. Nevermind 
the security implications of servants 
being hired despite providing false 
references. 

The Daily Mirror’s scoop in 
having reporter Ryan Parry work 


undercover as a royal footman for 
two months won the ultimate trib- 
ute from rival newspapers, which 
quoted at length and reprinted 
several of the pictures that Parry 
snapped while on duty. 

“Have you seen that wallpa- 
per?” Andrew Anthony wrote in 
The Guardian. 

“To gaze at the red and pink 
flock paper that adorns the walls 
of Prince Andrew’s bedroom is to 
be transported back to 1973 in the 
unused upstairs room of your local 
pub where tuneless rock bands used 
to practice,” Anthony wrote. 

Walter Bagehot, a 19th-century 
political commentator, had warned 
against this kind of scrutiny.

“Nottheone with 
the peein’ dog! We’ve gotthat, too.” 


“Above all things our royalty is 
to be reverenced, and if you begin 
to poke about it you cannot rever- 
ence it,” he wrote. “ . . . Its mystery is 
its life. We must not let in daylight 
upon magic.” 

Buckingham Palace went to 
court Thursday, winning an injunc- 
tion to stop the Daily Mirror from 
printing anymore of Parry’s discov- 
eries pending a full hearing. 

This week’s stories weren’t as 
damaging as years of coverage of 
the Charles and Diana marriage, 
or the photos of a topless Duchess 
of York, or the recent kerfuffle over 
the unpublished rumor so firmly 
denied by Prince Charles. 

But as the nation contemplated 
the wallpaper, the mystique of the 
monarchy died a little bit more. It 


was all so suburban, so yesterday. 

“‘Footman’ exposes Tupperware 
secret of the queen’s table,” read a 
headline on The Daily Telegraph’s 
front page. 

The Daily Mail annotated a photo 
of a royal breakfast table, noting the 
adjustable lamp (“circa 1975”)? the 
plastic containers of cereal, the pot 
of yogurt, the portable radio and the 
“old-fashioned telephone.” 

“These are constant reminders of 
bygone years when the lives of the 
royals were so much gentler and less 
troubled,” the report said. 

“The poor dear queen can’t 
win,” Lucia van der Post wrote in 
The Times. Either she redecorates, 
and is criticized for extravagance, 
or does nothing and is derided as 
a fuddy-duddy. 

And in an editorial. The 
Independent noted: “The real 
importance of the story is nothing 
to do with security. It is that it is yet 
another example of the Brits’ unerr- 
ing ability to focus on what really 
matters: in this case, the queen’s 
breakfast habits.” robert barr (ap)

Have Fun, or Else 

The loud, frenzied, coarse ‘Cat in the Hat’ is just what kids don’t need 


FI LM I The cat in the hat has come 
back, and he may put you and the 
kids in the mood for an evening 
alone with Dr. Seuss’s original pic- 
ture book to fumigate the stink of 
this awful live -action adventure. 

Shrill, boorish and witless, “Dr. 
Seuss’ the Cat in the Hat” is as crass 
and cluttered as its predecessor, 
“Dr. Seuss’ How the Grinch Stole 
Christmas,” the first live adapta- 
tion of one of Theodor Geisel’s chil- 
dren’s tales. 

Yet “Cat in the Hat” lacks the one 


saving grace of that earlier movie, 
Jim Carrey’s whirlwind central 
character. As the Cat, Mike Myers 
is irritating and unamusing. 

And while the Grinch was meant 
to be menacing, the Cat ends up a 
scarier figure thanks to his creepy 
facial design and Myers’s overly 
frisky demeanor, reminiscent of 
the funny uncle who should never 
be left home alone with the kids. 

First-time director Bo Welch, bet- 
ter known as a production designer, 
crafts a visually overbearing movie. 


The performances he coaxes from 
Myers and the co-stars amount to 
distasteful tumult that’s hard to 
endure. 

From a whimsical little rhyme 
about a feline that teaches two bored 
siblings a lesson on having fun, the 
filmmakers have strung together the 
insufferable story of a single mom 
(Kelly Preston), her control-freak 
daughter (Dakota Fanning) and 
reckless son (Spencer Breslin). 

The desperately frenzied pace 
fails to cover up the story’s utter 


emptiness. All “The Cat in the Hat” 
offers is the shallow message that 
to have fun, you must know how. 
The trappings Welch hangs on this 
thread of story are vulgar, a sensory 
overload of garish pastels and cloy- 
ing characters. 

Sean Hayes is disagreeable as 
mom’s germ-phobic boss and the 
voice of the family’s whiny gold- 
fish. The Cat’s helpers. Thing 1 
and Thing 2, are in the running 
for most obnoxious -looking and 
-sounding creatures ever to appear 
in a family film. 

The most alarming thing is that 
there’s a ready-made sequel with 
Geisel’s follow-up book, “The Cat in 
the Hat Comes Back.” Here’s hoping 
this screen cat has just one 
life to live, david germain (ap)

MUSIC I Brag about crime, girls and 
riches. Drawl or chant the chorus 
over full-bodied, creative produc- 
tion. Rinse, repeat. 

50 Cent perfected the hit formu- 
la on his debut album, “Get Rich or 
Die Tryin’,” and isn’t about to let it 
go as he teams with Young Buck and 
Lloyd Banks as G-Unit to present 
“Beg for Mercy” (Interscope). 

This lean album delivers the

Adams was already a fashion 
and magazine model when pro- 
ducer Albert R. “Cubby” Broccoli 
offered her the chance to co-star in 
1964’s “The Man with the Golden 
Gun” as Andrea Anders, the title 
character’s mistress. 

After appearing in such movies

Nothing to Fear 


The atmospheric 
thriller ‘Gothika’ is 
less than spirited 

F I L M I An hour ofbroody atmosphere 
and half an hour of silly revelation 
— that sums up Halle Berry’s super- 
natural thriller “Gothika.” 

A decent cast, a creepy setting 
and an intriguing story idea ulti- 
mately go to waste as “Gothika” 
devolves into a muddle of twists. 

Berry plays Miranda Grey, a psy- 
chologist who treats violent crim- 
inals at a prison psychiatric ward 
run by her hubby, Douglas (Charles 
S. Dutton). 

Tautly paced opening sequences 
by director Mathieu Kassovitz and 
screenwriter Sebastian Gutierrez 
skillfully establish the gothic- cas- 
tle feel of the dark, hulking prison 
and the key players: Pete Graham 
(Robert Downey Jr.), Miranda’s 
puppy-eyed colleague; Sheriff Ryan 
(John Carroll Lynch), Douglas’s fish- 
ing buddy; and Miranda’s patient 
Chloe (Penelope Cruz), who rants 


that Satan stops by her cell to rape 
and torture her. 

Driving home one rainy night, 
Miranda encounters a vision of 
a mutilated girl that bursts into 
flame. Three days later, Miranda 
wakes up in a cell at her own psych 
ward, accused of gruesomely kill- 
ing her husband. 

There’s potential for a tingly 
descent into cloistered madness 
here, but the filmmakers don’t 
know where to turn with the story 
after a handful of chilling manifes- 
tations as Miranda slowly uncovers 
the identity of the burning girl. 

“Gothika” leaves behind ludi- 
crous loose ends in terms of who 
actually did what. And from its 
tacked-on epilogue, the movie 
clearly exists in a realm where 
possession by spirits is a viable 
legal defense. 

“The ability to repress is actu- 
ally a vital survival tool,” Miranda’s 
husband tells her. 

The key to surviving “Gothika”: 
Repress the urge to buy a

Why is President Bush so scared to 
be out in public during his visit to 
the U.K.? If he is truly helping the 
world then he should be with the 
people of the world and not isolate 
himself behind all this security. 

Bombs have been exploding 
with disconcerting frequency. The 
risk of appearing in uncontrolled 
situations is one that the Secret 
Service is unwilling to take. The 
Daily Mirror, a London tabloid, 
assigned a reporter to see if he 
could be hired onto the royal staff 
at Buckingham Palace. The palace 
did only the thinnest research into 
his background, and he worked for 
two months in the royal quarters. 
That’s just one thing that spooks 
the security people. 

So what is the atmosphere over 
there with the British people and 
the government? 

The Iraq war is unpopular, as the 
opinion polls about Prime Minister 
Tony Blair’s fortunes show. It’s anec- 
dotal, of course, but I interviewed 
Londoners this afternoon who had 
not joined the march. While I found 
one man who favored the British 
role in Iraq, I spoke with many more 
who said they’re not politicized by 
the conflict, yet feel the British are 
only losing as a result of the inva- 
sion and occupation. 

What is the real agenda of the pro- 
testors in the U.K.? Do they real- 
ly believe George Bush is bad and 
Saddam Hussein is good? 

I doubt anyone was arguing that 
Saddam Hussein was good. Rather, 
the contention was that President 
Bush made the world less secure, 
rather than more, when he ordered 
the invasions of Afghanistan and 
Iraq after Sept. 11 and may have 
violated international law, to boot, 
by going into Iraq without U.N.
